‘Klondike, and especially Eldorado 
creek, is all right,” said Phiscater to a 
Chicago 
Inter 
Ocean 
reporter 
in that city Saturday. 
‘‘I would 
not advise anybody to go in now; in 
fact, I do not think anyone would be 
able to get there, except at the rinks of 
his life. But next spring will be in 
plenty of time, and I intend to advise 
all of my friends to go then. 


“People have a wronsr impression ot 
how the claims are, and the amount of 
gold to be taken out is greatly exagger 
ated. To work a claim, a hole about 
six by three and one-half feet, or about 
the size of an ordinary mining shaft in 
this country, is started down. As the 
ground never thaws out to more than a 
depth of two fefct this is no easy task. 
It cannot be shot out by giant powder, 
as it is not brittle, so a pick is used, 
until a certain depth is reached, when 
it becomes necessary to build fires and 
thaw the ground our. A rtre overnight 
will loosen about three feet of earth, 
and this can be taken out the next day, 
and another hre started. The rich 
dirt is at bed rock, and after this is 
reached the fire process is continued, 
and the excavation is carried on latei 
ally, taking out the dirt to such 
height that a man can stand erect. 
This work Is done during the winter 
mouths, as the gas fumes are so great 
in the summer that the work must be 
discontinued.

•‘I presume a means of overcoming 


this will be found, but so far all work 
is done In the winter, the dirt being 
piled up on the surface, where it is 
washed out during the summer. 


“As soon as the iee begins to thaw 
out, each flaimholder builds a dam and 
arranges his sluice-boxes and begins to 
pan. The pans run on an average 
])robttbly about $50. This talk about 
11.1)00 to the pan is nonsense. When 
you think that there is only about 
three pounds of dirt to a pan you can 
see what foolishness it is to make such 
a statement. I presume $1,000 has been 
out in one pan, but it is very rare. 


•‘About our discovery on Eldorado 
creekV Well, there were four of us, 
who followed the first discoveries on 
Bonanza creek. We had gone up to 
the head of Bonanza, and had drawn 
cuts for the choice of claims. 
I got 
third choice and old man Whipple got 
last. 
After setting our stakes, we 
started back, and got down to the 
Klondike about 6 o’clock in the even­ 
ing. We were about out of provisions, 
and it was fifteen miles to the nearest 
point of supplies, All we bad was a 
small piece of bacon and a * couple of 
ounces of bread.‘ We bad about con­ 
cluded to move on, when,we met some 
other prospectors, from whom we got 
ten pounds of Hour. It was very fortu­ 
nate for us that they came along or we 
probably would never have got out 
elalms. While the other two fellows 
were cooking up some flap*jacks, old 
man Whipple and I concluded to go 
about a mile up the Klondike, to tr^a 
pan or two on Eldorado creek. 
\ 


*‘Whlpple held the pan while I shov­ 
eled in aome dirt. May'be we were not 
exi(ited when we tonna $1 or $5 wo^h 
ot g M In ^ e boitom of that pim.

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up one claim in each district, We had 
to give up one of our claims and we de­ 
cided to let Bonanza creek go. They 
have turned out to be very rich but 
not nearly as rich as the ones we kept. 


This was a little oyer a year ago, and 
in that time I have taken out over 
$150,000, and have hardly made a hole 
in my claim. In one hole about thirty- 
five by fifty feet I got out $49,000» and 
for two months and a half continuous 
work I had $86,000 to show for it. 
Berry» whose claim is just above mine, 
cleared up $132,000 in the same time» 
but he had more men working for him. 


**I have been offered $200,000 for my 
claim, but what is the use olf giving it 
away. I will go back next spring and 
ash out twice that much by fall. I 
have two men working the property for 
me, and sent another up from Seattle, 
so that they should have quite a pile of 
dirt out by spring.”

“President Ratchford said last night be­ 
fore leaving for Pittsburg that he ex­ 
pected the result of the conference .to­ 
day with the Pittsburg operators would 
be that a general conference of all the 
coal operators and miners of the entire 
country would be called for the near 
future to con^der the question of a set­ 
tlement of the strike. He did not antic­ 
ipate any other result from the con­ 
ference. Secretary Pearce will also at­ 
tend the conference.” 


Gampsign Against Now Men. 


F'rom a reliable source It is learned 
thttt If the operators start mines on th¿ 
lines laid down other mines will alKo 
be started by the miners. 
It is pro­ 
posed to select operator» who áre no: 
represented at the conference, and who 
are friendly to the minera They wiil 
be glyen permission to mine coal at the 
rate demanded, and the coal be stored. 
By this means It is expected to get a 
fund from the union miners that happen 
to be working, and with this fUnd pay 
the expenses of a flght against Imported 
labor. The miners' officials are making 
arrrangementa to have a fund on hand 
to send foreign labor home Just as fast 
as It arrives. With mines operated un­ 
der the Jurisdiction of the labor leaders 
and with operators that are friendly 
who reap a profit they hope to have an 
available and large fund.

bui'ij: operaiurs in the sale of coal in that 
Held which properly belongs to those 
(the Pittsburg) operators, and that the 
minei-6* organization is acting in har­ 
mony with the combine either knowing­ 
ly or ignorantly: that Ratchford’s de­ 
mand that all the fleids be represented 
in the conference proposed is impracti­ 
cable and impossible, because the opera­ 
tors of the other fields will not enter a 
conference. 


The operators say that the Pittsburg 
producers have' troubles of their own;

TRAFFIC WILL SOON OPEN, 


com pany Will Build a Tamporary 
Dépôt for Uaa Until It Càn 
Raaoh Tarinlnal Grounds. 


The iMt rail on Che Milwaukee, Ben­ 
ton Harbor A. Columbug railway, ex­ 
tending frdm this city to Buchanan, 
was laid Saturday afternoon at 4 o’clock 
and the first ëngine to para over the 
new road was No. 6, known as <*The 
Huldah’’ and owned by the Crouch con­ 
struction company. 


A train of 12 cars of sand and sev­ 
eral **empties’* was made up here 
Saturday and at 2 o*clock left this city, 
oanyinfc the officers of thelroad and a 
numl^r of business and professional 
men. The train was in charge of L. 
O. Schaffer and was drawn by engine 
No 11, with Engineer Sanford Vendes 
at the throttle. At Banker’s cut the 
first stop was made. Here the cars of 
sand were left and the train with the 
inspection party continued down the 
line. 


At Hiachman the train again came 
to a standstill. There a few feet of 
track remained to be laid. The party 
was transferred across the*'^gap” where 
a construction train awaited its order. 
This was boarded, and with ‘^The Hul- 
dah,’* an agressive litile locomotive 
whioh the Crouch Coastruction corn­ 
u a ^ has useñ in drawing supplies, 
pulmg and tugging luriously at the 
soutíi end of the train the party was 
hurled off tovrard Buohanan. A ai^e 
or itwo beyond Berrien Springs the 
tracks approach the St. Joseph riyer 
and remain fvithinviiow of the Miohi­ 
gan Hudson« almost the entire distance 
to Buchanan. The river at that point 
is bewilderlngly beautiful and passon 
gers over the Milwaukee, Benton Har 
or &> Columbus will pass through a

At Budhanan the inspection train 
made a brief stop. The inhabitants of 
that staid village had not been apprised 
that the first train would pass over the 
road that day and were therefore not 
prepared to receive the i^rty with any 
demonstration. 
Keturning the train 
ran into Berrien Springs and 
the 
amazement of the villagers at that 
lace was equal to that of the ‘‘bears” 
n the New York whpat pit Friday 
when the cereal lea|)ed to the 91 mark. 
There was a large crowd of idlers at 
the station and they cheered with the 
vigor of a Commanche. 


The track was completed when the 
train reached Hinchman. 
The last 
rail had been laid and the train, the 
first to pass over the entire «xtent of 
track between Buchanan and Benton 
Harbor, glided forward and without 
any interruption except that«ccasioned 
by an-incidental raise or depression in 
the tracks, found on all new roads, ar­ 
rived in Benton Harbor at&:30.

minal.'Cj^unds the company will build 
a temporary station on its right-of-way 
betwaen Park and Territorial streets. 
The structure will be 25x60 laet and its

AS A FAilLY BEVERAGE 


W. L. Oaorsa Haa No Sympathy for 
tha Complaining Parmars. 


W. L. George believes that the fruit 
growers themselves are responsible for 
the ruinous prices at which they are 
required to dispose of their orchard 
pr^ucts. The fact of over production, 
ho of course holds, is directly the re^ 
nult of the market going to nieces, but 
ff the growers in the first place had ex­ 
ercised ordinary business judgment the 
production would not he so greatly in 
excess of the demand, he says. 


Where the farmers made their mils- 
take was in advertising the wonderful 
profit in fruit .growing. ‘‘It has been 
the rule of farmers v;hen they made 
nice thing off an a<H*e of strawbwries 
to cause ^ e fact to be published far 
and wide,” said Mr. George, “and the 
result was to infiueuce others to engage 
in the business until the production in­ 
creased mol»e rapidly than the demand. 
Some of us will have to get out of the 
business before old prices will be re­ 
stored, and those who are in a position 
to continue raising fruit for a year or 
two at a loss are the ones who will fin­ 
ally reap the re^vard.”

Nothing Is worse than fog at ssa. A 
storm may causs discomfort, an aoeldent 
msy cause delay, but In neither ease does 
ths traveler feel so Mfdess as when his 
vessel is oompletely sliut In by dense fog. 
To lesssn the danger whleh then exists 
Pfofsssor 1C. C. Pickering, the dirsotorof 
the Harvard oollege obsf^atorjr, suggests 
In a pamphlet* just leoelved a msth^ of 
determining the pbslUon of a vessel In a 
fog, based upon the veloelty of sound. If 
two fbg horns of diflsient pitch be plaesd 
at i^ual distanoss from the middle of a 
ehannel or entrsnee to a harbor- and he 
sounded simullaacoudy at rsguhir Inter* 
vsls of about a minute, It will be evident 
that a captain of a vessel will beable to lo­ 
cate his position with fair aeeuiasf by notr 
Ing when the sounds of the home are 
heard. U the two sounds are heard at ths 
same Instant, the vessel will be In the 
middle of the channel, and It they are 
heard after one another It would be possi­ 
ble to Judge from the Interval between 
the two how much tbo vessel Is out of the 
middle of theohannH. For vessels pass­ 
ing one another Professor Pickering sug- 
gssts tiiat eaeh should whistle or blow the 
hem or siren as soon as the sound Is re­ 
ceived from the other vessel. Then If they 
ars five miles apart each will whistle ev­ 
ery 60 seconds, and the distance In miles 
between the two vesssls can always be de­ 
termined by dividing the Interval In sec* 
onds by ten. 


By pkolng two diffsientfog whistles on 
a long steamer, one at the bow and the 
ether at the stern, and ananglng that the 
sound^ emitted 1^ both should be heard 
together hfan observer standing at the 
bow, many collisions might be pievented. 
Instruotlons could be given to sailing ves­ 
sels to keep quiet so long as both signals 
wers hsard sspaiately, for thisy would then 
bs In no danger, hot to fire a gun or make 
other loud noise when both whistles were 
heard together, for they would then be In 
^ n t of the steamer. These varlovt meth­ 
ods may be combined Indefinitely, and 
they seom to be worth the consideration of 
nav Igatom.—Nature.

At the Fifth avenue entrance to Central 
park stand three tall and elegant hotels 
wbiob are of the very highest rank In New 
York and are patronised by wealthy and 
fashionable people. Atone of these hotels 
a little room on the seventh floor, with one 
window, two closets and in one of them a 
stationary washstand, costs, with board for 
two, 111.60 a day; for one person, $8.60, 
snd for two persons, without board, tO a 
day. This is a small and cheap room. If 
a roan and his wife want to live somewhat 
elegantly, they will have no trouble at all 
In paying |60 a day at either of these hotels 
facing the park. You get the luxury, how­ 
ever, when you descend to the lower floors 
of the hotel and find that you pay not for 
your little room, but for the beautiful par­ 
lors, the comfortable lounging and writing 
rooms, the army of well trained servants 
always ready to attend your slightest 
wants, and all expecting a tip; the really 
good oil paintings on the walls by first rate 
mneh artists and the general air of quiet, 
dignity and exclusiveness which pervades 
the whole place. The landlord pays $800,- 
000 a year irat for the hotel and has over 
800 servants. 


The restauranta nt these upper chMS 
hotels have prices whleh appall an econom­ 
ical man from the west. A dish of stiaw- 
berries costs ftO cents; three boiled potatoes 
are SO cents; for a few stalks of asparagus 
they charge 78 centa; any aort of a steak 
will cost yov from $1.60 to $8.60, and the 
only merit you see In the whole scheme Is 
that two can eat for exactly the same price 
as one. The custom of half portions Is 
coming In, but this Is of no use to ladies, 
for It Is applied only In the cafes where the 
bachelors rc»iort. It Is very difficult in one 
of these fine restaurants to figure out any 
kind of a full meal for less than $8, and 
then it will consist of very plain dishes.— 
Ban Francisco Argonaut.

W hite Dome OeyeerTellowatone Park. 


“A mile and a half from the Fountain 
Hotel, ond easily reached by bicycle, 
'tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden badn full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. A^one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
challenged and asked for a countersign. 
If such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Caetle Geyser, 
or the White Pyramid of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mound^, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is Ihe most conspicuous 
feature of the locality. It i^ perhaps 25 
feet high, with a circum ference at the 
base or75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervals of from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, being somewhat irregular, 
and the water is thrown to a height of 
from ten to twenty-five feet.”

It in 
thought that threeprominent men in the 
yioinlty are the murderers, but the offl 
cers will not divulge names. They are 
watched every moment, day and night, 
and cannot escape. Arrests are likely 
to take place at any moment now. 


Shepherd, Mtch., Aug. 28.—It now ap­ 
pears that the murder of Elmer B. 
Struble, cashier of the Farmers’ .bank, 
and president of the village, who was 
shot a t 4:30 o’clock Saturday morning. 
Is not such a mystery after all. 
Frl-** 
day afternoon he held a conversation 
over the telephone with J. P. Ryan, 
owner of the bank, and In that cor.- 
versatlon Ryan ordered him to come to 
Mount Pleasant, the county seat, and 
bring with him all the books and mon­ 
ey In the bank. This he refused to do, 
but agreed to go there Saturday morn­ 
ing with all the valuable papers. The 
People’s bank in Mount Pleasant failed 
last week, and tt was supposed that the 
FarmersT bank here was afCected. It is 
supposed by the sheriff that this con­ 
versation over the telephone was heard 
by the persons 
who 
committed the 
crime. 


SIgas of a rioreo Straggle. 


Be this as it may, Cashier Struble 
left his house a t 4 o’clock Saturday 
morning to go to Mount Pleasant. Th<; 
valuable papers and books w-hich he 
was to carry with him were locked In 
the bank, and he told his wife he would 
stop there and get them, then go to 
Mount Pleasant, and return In time to 
open the bank for business. W hatever 
may have been the plans of the robbers 
Struble suspected nothing, as he opened 
the door of Nathaniel W .Struble’s hard­ 
ware store. In the rear of which the 
bank was located, and continued his 
way back to the vault. 
He had even 
opened the vault before he was aware 
of any one being present. 
Thla fact 
la clearly demonstrated, as the entire 
tum lture of th^ bank Is ruined, showing 
signs of a fierce struggle, and Struble's 
Inanimate body was found half Insld^i 
the vault. 


Robbom T<iok Noarljr KTorythln^'. 


The crime was not discovered unti! 
shortly after 7 o'clock Saturday morn­ 
ing, when E. A. Wisdom, a clerk in the 
hardware store, came down to open the 
store. The unusual conditions about the 
bank aroused his su^)icion, and he en­ 
tered to find the office a wreck, and 
Struble lying unconscious on the lloor. 
The money In the vault was all gone 
excepting $10 In silver, but there were 
evidences everywhere to show 
that 
Struble had made a grallunt defense of 
his life and the money with whleh he 
was intrusted. 
There was a bullet In 
Struble's wrist, a hole In the door to 
show where another l.ad mipsed, an­ 
other bullet hole in the unfortunate 
cashier's baek, and two more just over 
the heart.

B««a«M tho ConMrvattvM Afo Divided 
Amoog Thein»elvee—.No Foreign Inter­ 
vention In Cubn—Armenlnns Openly Ad­ 
mit the (kin»tnntlno|ile Bomb-Throwing 
nnd Declare for Bevnlntlan—Dlinvowed 
by Their Patrlnreh. 
Paris, Aug. 23.—General Lopei Domln- 
guM, who was Spanish minister of war 
In the last cabinet of Senor Sagasta, Is 
now in Paris. In the course of an Inter- 
vclew he deeply deplored the death of 
Senor Cánovas del Castillo, particularly 
because of the w ar In Cuba and the gen­ 
eral disorganisation of politics In Spain. 
He regards General de Ascarraga, ths 
new premier, as a clever and tactful 
man, but does not believe he will be 
able to replace Senor Cahovas, as the 
dual task of being head of the govern­ 
ment and also the head of the Conserva­ 
tive party Is a heavy one. In the opin­ 
ion of General 
Domlngues, circum 
stances will necessitate the return of 
Senor Sagasta to power, as the Con­ 
servative party Is crumbling, largely 
through the fault, he said, of Senor Sil 
vela, leader of the dissentient Conserva­ 
tives, and of Senor Robledo. 


Think« Vnole Sam Will Mot Interfere. 
He says Senor Castelar has decided 
not to re-enter politics, but that his ad­ 
vice will always be sought by both Lib­ 
eral and Conservative governments. In 
concluding the interview General Dom­ 
lngues said: “I do not believe that either 
Europe or the United States will Inter­ 
fere in the Cuban difficulty. Spain has 
Incalculable resources at her command 
and the only thing to be feared Is thai 
political disputes may prevent the sup 
preaslon of a rebellion which has now 
arrived at the limit of exhaustion.”

The 
Armenian quarters of the city are spe­ 
cially patroled and other precautions 
taken. It is said also that the'Arm en­ 
ian |i{itriarch has disavowed the action 
of the ¿gltators, apologized profusely 
and humbly to the suUan, and pi‘epared 
an encyclical denouncing 
the bomb 
throwers, whleh was read In all the Ar­ 
menian churches yesterday.

Her messages have 
been coming at Intervals for flve yean 
and among the students of the oecnlt 
are regarded as abiolntely tme. That is 
why Afr. Ste^d lays so much Importanee 
apon them. It is for this reason he 
bolds that the oommnnleation between 
the inhabitants of tbe world and thoss 
who have passed away can be mnoh 
more free if only people will have it 
that way. In the message Jnlia says: 


*'Wbst I have to tell yon is that all 
those who really wish to have the slith 
isnse, or whatever you may choose to. 
term it, so developed that they can at 
will become sensibly or to their sensss 
eognlaant of the reality of the eiistence 
of the beings who encompsss them 
tbout can acquire the gift or fsculty if 
they will bnt adapt themselves to the 
laws of the region into which they wish 
to penetrate. It is a potentiality of the 
universal hnnan race. Kor is it only 
human. Many animals have the open 
eye. They see when their owners are 
blind. But yon can see If you choose. 
It rests with yourselves. 


*'There is no short cut to the sixth 
sense. There may be something like it 
in mesmerism and hypnotism, but that 
is not at all what I mean. What is pos­ 
sible is for every child of men to be* 
oome what yon call normally clairvoy­ 
ant—that Is, for any one to possess 
himself of the power bf seeing snd 
hearing, as plainly as he sees snd hears 
material things, the invisible forms 
and voices that surround him. 


**The power is one that ought to be 
under control. There will be only harm 
done if you do not shot at will the clair­ 
voyant eye. Imagine the mischief that 
would happen if when life and death 
hung on the absolute concentration of 
all facnlties on the snbjeet immediately 
before yon, if at the supreme moment 
yon were to see the whole phantasma­ 
goria of border|and pssa*between yon 
snd the point of exclusive interest. If 
yon cannot control your sixth sense, you 
bad better not acquire it. It is much 
better to do without it than to. be con­ 
trolled by it. 


"You should have the sense at com­ 
mand when you need it, as yon have 
your microscope or your telescope, but 
better have neither if yon are to be 
oompnlscrily doomed at other will chan 
yours to interrupt the work of life by a 
spectacle of the infinitely little or tlie 
lufinitely remote. Man should always 
be master of his senses, especially of 
the sixth sense, as it is called.’* 


In her further statements to Mr. Stead 
Julia goes on to say that the investigator 
must always be simple and not to be 
constantly thinking of himself. 
In 
other words, self consciousness must be 
avoided, or it will play havoc, witii the 
ehanccs of success. • All one’s mental 
facilities are needed. Everything must 
be examinëd and tested without preju­ 
dice and without partiality. Nothing 
can be achieved without time and pa­ 
tience. 


The first thing to be done to see the 
Invisible ones, Julia says, is to be very 
still and to wait. When quite still and 
passive, close your eyes and think of 
tlie one whom you wish to see.
